General  Comments 


Mr.  D.  Jay  Unrue  has  applied  to  the  Solid  and  Hazardous  Waste 
Bureau,  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences,  to  establish  and 
license  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility.  This  facility  would  be 
located  on  Oil  Well  Road,  1%  miles  east  and  \ mile  north  of  Corvallis, 
Montana. 

The  applicant  plans  to  rebuild  and  restore  old  cars  primarily  as  a 
hobby.  He  plans  to  store  up  to  10  vehicles  on  the  south  boundary  of  his 
property.  The  original  application  was  for  ten  acres  which  would  require 
the  installation  of  fencing  or  another  form  of  manmade  shielding  to 
adequately  shield  the  facility  from  the  Oil  Well  and  Honey  House  Roads. 
The  applicant  does  not  wish  to  install  manmade  shielding  at  this  time. 
Therefore,  only  a \ acre  area  will  be  considered  for  licensing. 

State  law.  Section  75—10—504  and  75—10—511  ARM,  requires  all  motor 
vehicle  wrecking  facilities  to  be  licensed  and  screened  from  public  view. 
Public  view  is  defined  as  a point  six  feet  above  the  center  line  of  any 
public  roadway.  To  be  eligible  for  licensing,  a wrecking  facility  must 
also  comply  with  any  local  land  use  zoning  in  effect  at  the  time  of 
application  and  must  not  pose  a significant  impact  on  the  environment. 

Section  75-10-520  ARM  prohibits  insurance  companies  from  selling 
wrecked  vehicles  to  unlicensed  wrecking  yards.  Mr.  Unrue  wishes  to 
obtain  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  license  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  purchase  this  type  of  vehicle. 


Potential  Impact  On  Physical  Environment 


2 . Water  quality,  quantity,  and  distribution 

Typically,  the  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  can 
result  in  the  accidental  spillages  of  vehicle  lubrication  and  cooling 
fluids  from  dismantling  and  crushing  operations.  Potential  impacts  to 
water  quality  exist  from  these  fluids  entering  into  the  ground  or  surface 
waters. 

The  applicant  proposes  to  drain  all  engine,  differential  and  radia- 
tor fluids  inside  his  shop  complex  located  on  the  property.  If  operated 
properly,  the  only  potential  threat  from  ground  or  surface  water  con- 
tamination will  be  from  incidental  spillages  and  leakages  in  the  vehicle 
storage  area. 

The  proposed  storage  location  is  adjacent  to  a unnamed  drainage 
which  connects  to  the  Coal  Pit  Creek  drainage  approximately  800  feet  SW 
of  the  storage  area.  The  proposed  vehicle  storage  area  is  located  on  the 
side  of  a ravine  approximately  3 to  5 feet  above  the  bottom  of  the 
drainage.  The  proposed  site  is  not  located  in  a designated  flood  plain. 
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Approximately  800  feet  to  the  east  of  the  site  is  an  irrigation  pond 
which  intercepts  the  intermittent  surface  runoff  flowing  through  the 
drainage  toward  the  site. 

Soil  Conservation  Service  soil  data  indicates  soils  in  the  area  of 
the  proposed  site  are  from  the  Riverside  and  Burnt  Fork  series  and  have  a 
sandy  loam  to  gravelly  loam  texture.  The  permeability  of  these  soils  is 
estimated  at  2 to  6 inches  per  hour  and  depth  to  groundwater  is  normally 
over  5 feet.  Domestic  water  wells  in  the  area  are  located  at  approxi- 
mately 90  feet  in  depth. 

Evidence  of  moist  soil  conditions  appear  in  the  drainage  adjacent  to 
the  storage  location.  Cattails  and  other  plant  species  which  require 
high  moisture  levels  are  found  in  this  drainage.  The  source  of  this  high 
ground  water  and/or  surface  water  is  presumed  to  be  from  surface  or 
subsurface  leakage  of  the  irrigation  dam. 

Due  to  the  size  of  the  proposed  storage  area,  method  of  operation, 
soil  permeability  and  depth  to  the  aquifer  used  for  domestic  drinking 
water  supply;  the  potential  impact  to  the  area's  water  quality,  quantity 
and  distribution  is  rated  as  minor. 


4 . Vegetation  cover,  quantity  and  quality 

Storing  and  transporting  of  vehicles  on  the  site  will  disrupt  the 
vegetation  cover,  which  is  mainly  native  grasses  and  weeds.  Due  to  the 
small  area  which  will  be  disturbed,  this  potential  impact  is  considered 
minor. 


5.  Aesthetics 


This  proposed  site  is  located  near  the  bottom  of  a ravine  approxi- 
mately 20  feet  in  depth.  The  topography  of  the  site  should  provide 
natural  screening  for  the  size  of  wrecking  yard  proposed.  If  it  does 
not,  the  wrecking  yard  could  be  adequately  shielded  from  Oil  Well  and 
Honey  House  Road  using  fencing  of  reasonable  height  (estimated  6 to  8 
feet) . 


9 . Historical  and  archaeological  sites 

A data  search  of  the  location  of  this  proposed  site  by  the  Montana 
Historic  Preservation  Office  did  not  reveal  any  recorded  archaeological 
or  historical  sites  within  this  area.

4.  Agricultural  or  industrial  production 

The  location  of  this  proposed  vehicle  wrecking  facility  will  not 
disturb  or  commit  any  land  which  has  any  agricultural  potential. 


6 • Quantity  or  distribution  of  community  and  personal  income 
8 . Quantity  and  distribution  of  employment 

This  facility  is  proposed  to  be  owner  operated.  Repaired  and 
restored  vehicle  may  be  sold  resulting  in  personal  income.  This  impact 
on  the  area's  economy  is  considered  very  minor. 


10.  Demands  for  governmental  services 

A licensed  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  requires  administrative 
and  inspectional  support  services  of  local  and  state  junk  vehicle  program 
personnel. 


13 . Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  location  of  this  proposed  wrecking  facility  does  not  violate  any 
existing  county  planning  and  zoning  regulations. 


14 . Transportation  network  and  traffic  flows 

This  project  may  result  in  a small  business  venture.  Some  traffic 
on  the  roads  leading  to  this  facility  could  result  from  this  business 
activity.  No  significant  traffic  increase  is  anticipated.
